There ts a call for music which 
is forthwith brought. Then how they 
dance! Round and round they circle, 
with streamers held on high; boys one 
wav. iii rls the other. They wind a space 
and then tlie cry comes, “Turn." So tinn 
about they go and unwind it all attain. 

They laugh and shout, and ever and 
anon a youth, in passing, steals a kiss 
from a rosy face, and, turning to see the 
effect of his larceny, flings it hack from 
his finger tips and laughing, hurries on. 

The elders sit or stand about and, 
1 hunch they seem to be walchiug this 
group of dancers they are really looking 
into bygone years at another set, of which 
they formed apart; and into their dim 
eyes there returns the spark of divine tire 
which keeps the heart young in spite of 
added years. 

T wo very good reasons prevented this 
putty custom from being introduced by 
English colonists into America. The late- 
ness of Spring’s coining failed to provide 
the requisite number of (lowers. More- 
over. the stern, unyielding principles of 
the Puritans, which tabooed any form of 
merry-making, w ere especially set against 
May-games because they were commanded 
by the “Book of Sports" both of James I 
and Charles I. 

Thomas Morton and his lawless follow- 
ers did, it is true, make one attempt in 
the settlement of Quincy to establish the 
custom. On May first, 1027, they set up 
a decorated pole on Merry mount, but the 
disapproval of Governor Bradford, 
though it had no effect at the moment be- 
cause his authority could not be enforced 
outside of Plymouth, operated to dis- 
courage any further attempts.

POINTERS FOR THE MOTORIST. 
How Tires Should Be Washed. 

At this season of the year when mads, 
in cousequence of spring showers, are 
often muddy, most motor cars arc coming 
in for their share of the washing. 

Washing tires and washing a car are 
two different propositions, says the Michr- 
lin tire t Xpert. Water alone should be 
used to w asli lire* and a* lit tic of it as 
ueres»ary. After every run the envelope 
should tie w iped dean w it li a damp sponge 
or well-wrung cloth. 

A common mistake made by motorists 
is to mix ki rosene with water. This 
may be advisable when wa-hiug the body 
of a car to remove mud and dust from 
the varnish, hut it should never be done 
when w ashing tires because kerosene eats 
rubber. This fact can he readily proved 
by immersing a small piece of rubber in 
kerosene and allow It tosoak. The rubber 
will soon swell and lose its elasticity. 
The reason for this is apparent. Kero- 
sene is rich iu fatty properties which re- 
main after the evaporation of the gases. 
Every time a tire is washed with a kero- 
sene mixture the rubber is deprived of 
more of its strength. 

When w ashing tires it is best simply 
to dampen a sponge with clean water, 
care being taken that the sponge is not 
soaked and dripping. Then wipe the tires 
dry with a cloth or handful of waste.

Try your hand at new things you have 
never grown in your garden before. You 
. will be surprised to learn how easy some 
of these strange crops are to handle. 
You will want to keep most of them when 
you have learned to grow them. 

I Fruit trees In general should not be 
made to grow fast while young, as a 
rapid, early growth very often results in 
a tender anil short-lived tree. When the 
trees reach maturity and begin hearing is 
the time to fertilize and stimulate growth. 

To be a successful .dairyman a man 
must be a successful farmer. He must 
understand soil conditions and the grow- 
| ing of crops. In oilier words, he must 
I have a good farm well farmed, as well as 
i a good herd well cared for. 

The amount of gardes work to be done 
any week in spring will depend to a largt 
degree on the character of the weather. 
Keep out of the garden when the soil is 
wet, and do not plant lima beans and 
other tender vegetables till the soil has 
become thoroughly warmed.

When hens pass their second laying 
year they arc poor layers; also when they 
are crowded, having too many in the 
flock; also when fed too much corn, or 
when not provided with plenty of fresli 
water, or when their houses arc kept in a 
tlltliy condition. 

The question of proximity to the house 
or other buildings is of great importance 
wlien locating a garden. In old home- 
steads the garden was generally located 
directly adjacent to tiie house, requiring 
but a few steps from the kitchen to reach 
the extreme parts of the garden. The 
work of caring for a garden is usually 
done at spare times ami for this reason 
alone the location should tie near the 
dwelling. 

Karndug lias become just as much a 
business as liauking or manufacturing. 
No longer is the successful farmer a slip- 
shod individual, content with a sparse 
crop that will just pull him aud his emaci- 
ated stock through the winter, but lie Is a 
man of business ability, who knows the 
worth of certain kinds of feed as milk, 
butter aud flesh producers, ami likely 
keeps books on his business as do the 
proprietors of any commercial business. 

It is a fact that the meat of yarded 
poultry lias a better flavor and is more 
juicy, which, as a rule, la not the case 
with free-range stock. It is not aloue 
the violent exercise that they receive 
while out on.a range, bnt rather upon the 
food they secure that adds a taint to the 
flavor. Such articles as onious, too much 
grass, decayed siutr, manure piles, etc., 
arc not calculated to improve the taste of 
the meat. 

Under conditions where the land is 
rough and stony and pasture rather poor, 
no breed will give as good returns as the 
Ayrshire. In her native home, Scotland, 
she Inherited a sturdy constitution and an 
independence which enables her to hunt 
for a living, but she likewise responds 
well to good treatment. 

If the heifer is thrifty and strong she 
may have her first calf from two to two 
and a half years old. If delayed longer, 
she is apt to acquire the habit of putting 
her food into flesh It is well to delay 
the coining of the second calf for a few 
months longer than is nsnal in the mature 


Many farmers of today have as good 
homes and are as intelligent and refined 
in every way as the best people of towns 
and cities. They are men and women of 
learning anil wide general experience in 
the airairs of life, have a large store of 
common sense, are sociable, their business 
is on a paying basis, and they command 
the highest respect of all who come in 
contact with them. This condition, too, 
is becoming more common as tiie years 
go by. Tiie farm home is fast becoming 
the ideal home, ami the farmer and his 
family are enjoying the good things of 
life in a better way than they did in years 
gone by. Tiie daily mail, the library, the 
telephone, many modern conveniences ami 
the automobile are factors in tiie changed 
conditions. 

Shoe Industry. 

It is generally understood that the shoe | 
manufacturers have b;en well favored 
witli orders for fall goods, and, if any- - 
thing, have more contracts on hand than i 
usnal, at this time. That they have net | 
been any too thrifty in covering their 
leather needs is evident, though a few j 
manufacturers are reported to have got 
hold of as much as they could. The fac- 
tories are on slow time and the work is 
more in cleaning up odd jobs than push- 
ing the regular seasonable work. What 
the manufacturers expect to gain hy keep- ! 
ing out of tiie leather market is prblemati- 
cal, for they will need leather in large j 
quantities anil of good quality. With 
prices held as firmly as now, and showing I 
stronger tendencies, wlien they do begin ; 
to buy from a lightly stocked market, the j 
manufacturers must expect to pay not j 
only as high prices as are now asked, but I 
possibly higher because of the increased 
demand, for it may he expected that, there j 
will be a number bidding for supplies. 

From the undertone in the shoe selling ! 
market it would .seem that the retailers' 
learn little from season to season; or at 
least, fail to remember that at tills 
time of the year the temperature is never 
conducive to the brisk sale of strictly 
warm-weater goods. It was so .last year 
at this time. Dealers began to worry, be 
fore May was a week old that they would 
not lie able to move their heavy stocks of 
summer lines. Now they are beginning to 
fuss for fear they will not be able to sell 
the quantity of white shoes they have in 
stock, and they have even hinted at re- 
duction of prices in order to force busi-

Sncli an altitude helps tu unsettle the 
whole sclling‘end of tiie shoe trade, and 
thereby aflects the manufacturers. It is 
beyond reason to expect in the northern 
latitudes of this country, especially on 
the Atlantic coast, where the temperature 
is influenced by icebergs that warm 
weather should begin on May 1, and that 
any shoes not sold within tiie fortnight 
following are a loss. Fashion lias tried 
to introduce white garments and shoes 
for w inter wear, but New England notions 
are severely opposed to such ideas— con - 
sequently the white boots come out slowly 

Tiie experiences of last year point to a 
continued aud brisk demand for white 
goods this year. Retail stores ir. the 
large cities find that their customers arc 
askiog for them, anil, as soon as the 
cold weather is past, there will lie activity 
enough. 

The season is developing far enough 
for the manufacturers to be assured that 
the proposed fall styles are satisfactory, 
ami that broad toes and button models 
•re desired. 

Under the conditions prevailing in tiie 
leather market, shoe manufacturers 
are not sure of the actual cost to them of 
their output for next season. Whatever 
figures they may have made in t heir con- 
tracts with tiie selling end of the trade 
must be maintained, but their margin will 
be affected by the advancing cost of 
leather.— Boston Transcript.

Washington, May C. — Because of the 
extended debate on the proposition to ex- 
teud federal aid to the construction of 
state roads, there has been talk of having 
meetings of the House of Representatives 
at uight in order that the business before 
it might be finished so that an adjourn- 
ment could be taken before the National 
conventions are held. However, Mr. 
Mann of Illinois asserted that there would 
be no trouble in getting aw ay by Juue 1st 
if the Senate would but get its work done. 
Nevertheless, the date when Congress 
will adjourn seems to be as much in 
doubt now as it has been at any time dur- 
ing the session. 

Talking about appropriations for roads, 
the House had a long debate over the 
queslou. Mr. Mann of Illinois said he 
recognized the fact that probably the time 
had come when the National Government 
in some form or other would give aid out 
of the Federal treasury for the construc- 
tion of roads, and he believed that 
w helhcr the Shackelford bill would involve 
a present expense of §10,000,000 or 
§20,000,000 a year, the expense would 
amount ultimately to hundreds of millions 
of dollars.

So de-irons were the gentlemen of 
proviug their devotion to the farmers, 
who had previously shown their disposi- 
tion to “meddle” in national affairs by 
kicking about Canadian reciprocity, com- 
menting on the “free list,” and asking for 
protection to their products as well as to 
the products of other classes of laborers, 
that there was some comment by men 
who wanted, like Mr. Mann of Illinois, 
and Mr. Fitzgerald of New York, to ask 
where their constituents came in. Fitz- 
gerald favored the Madden ameudmeut, 
which, he said, would result iu i quality 
of treatment for urban aud rural com- 
munities. Mr. Sims of Tennessee wanted 
to use Federal money to improve rural 
mail routes. Mr. Dies of Texas asked 
Mr. l’routy of Iowa if he did not think it 
would amonnt to getting money for roads 
by “the indirect system of tariff taxation” 
and Mr. I’routy said it would, just like 
constructing postofflees in Texas was, 
but he thought the expenditure proposed 
would be “fair to the people who pay it.” 
Mr. Madden thought too much consider 
ation was being shown for the farmer and 
not enough for the city dweller. Still, 
w ith all the debate and discussion, it looks 
as if the country was to embark on a very 
extensive plan of road development. 
And in this connection, it may be permis- 
sible to remark here that the Government 
has a Good Roads Bureau under the di- 
rection of Logan Waller Page, and that 
an exhibit of the best ideas in road-bnild- 
ing will be one of the most practical and 
interesting things to be seen at San Diego 
in 1915, on the occasion of the big Panama 
Exposition which is now being con- 
structed at that city.

Shoe Industry.

Just after weaning, the calf should not 
he fed more than ten pounds of nnlk per 
day, divided into three feedings; this 
should he given at blood temperature, 
about 100 degrees. 


The shoe trade is suffering because of 
tickle weather. Manfacturcrs have de_ 
layed starting their plants on fall and win- 
ter lines until more contracts have been 
secured, but owing to the cool weather 
retailers hsve not moved summer stocks 
so as to encourage them to place new or- 
ders. Where the goods of the current 
season are selliitig rapidly, and dealers see 
their stocks disappearing, thereby justi- 
fying their selection and ordering, they 
are inclined to plume themselves on their 
foresight and be ready to anticipate the 
next season. But given an unfavorable 
season, with abnormal weather, and a 
blue streak runs through the trade. 

The dealers have anticipated a demand 
for high hoots for women before the low- 
cuts would be seasonable. Ttiey expected 
to sell two pairs of shoes to each cus- 
tomer before the fourth of July, but since 
so many women have been able to wear 
their winter boots with comfort so far 
into the season of high-topped white 
boots, it is possible they may skip that 
season entirely and, avoiding high-topped 
whites, plunge immediately into the sea- 
son of low-cuts— Oxfords and pumps. 

This is worrying dealers, for they fear 
the high-topped white boots will be left 
on their hands. But in this era of short 
skirts the high-top is a desirable article 
of footwear without which no wardrobe 
is complete; so it would seem that a few- 
warm days would encourage sales of such 
goods. The doubt over the movement of 
summer lines is delaying the giving of or- 
ders for fall. The tendency to procras- 
tinate is becoming a feature of shoe-com- 
merce, as if the goods of one season, if 
unsold, were to be applied to the next. 
Whether the summer lines sell, the win- 
ter season will require anottier kind of 
hoot, and delaying tiie contracts to the 
shoe manufacturer for the next season's 
goods iu the months of manufacture, only 
hampers business through the other chan- 
nels, until the delay comes back to the 
dealer in slow deliveries of unripened 
goods. 

Samples of women’s wear for the spring 
and summer of 1913 are now beginning to 
appear. More attention is being given to 
black goods than recently. More patent 
leather shoes are suggested. Tan shoes 
of Russia and kid are presented. The 
use of kid siguitlcant of the extremity of 
manufacturers to produce^ something new 
and Keep prices within reason. White 
shoes are largely of buck leather. In the 
three prime colors : black, brow n and 
white, fabrics are used more or less. 
Black velvet is presented as a fabric 
which may again be popular — Be ston 
Transcript.

There are so many 
excellent varieties of tomatoes 
that it is not advisable to suggest 
any especial one to the prospective grower 
The catalogue of any reputable seed honse 
will give yon much information along the 
lines that are most popular.

The Speed Mania. 

[Written for the Gazette and Transcript.] 
It is an interesting experiment to step 
aside occasionally from the great high- 
ways of life aud watch the rest of the 
world go by. It h*^p* us to regain our 
sense of proportion. 

, Step from a city $jdewalk into a door- 
way and watch the crowd* go by. You 
will observe a number of faets that es- 
cape your attention while you area part 
of the throng. , • 

You will notice that very few of the 
faces are smiling, and that some of them 
look very tired indeed. You w ill see that 
most of tlie people are iuteut upon get- 
ting somewhere in a tearing hurry ami 
that every other consideration, of polite- 
ness, altruism, and and even of proper 
regard for their own health, is cast aside 
in the mad rush. 

At first it may seem amusing, but if you 
watch them long enough you w'll feel a 
growing sense t*f 4>ity that hit man lietugs 
should add this strain of speed to an exist- 
ence already quite difilcull enough w ith- 
out it. 

You will feel that it cannot be beneficial 
to hurry so, and you will recognize in the 
crowd two or three examples (which, 
because they are constantly before us are 
seldom heeded} ^jfthe results of iltis in- 
cessant haste. 

Men and women prematurely aged and 
infirm, hobble slowly along on no particu- 
lar errand. They arc pathetic iu their 
helpless aloofness. No one In that living 
current cap git((f ( a moment'* time to them. 
They are back numbers, and the stream 
rushes on. 

All this you see from your doorway 
shelter. As you step into the jostling 
mass of humanity again and are borne 
with it, you cannot suppress the feeliug 
that this is merely a symbol of the age in 
which we live. 

To be of any value to a business, a man 
must be a “hustler;" goods are advertised 
as “up-to-date” or “down to the minute;” 
boats and automobiles are built for speed ; 
and even cuirent literature must have 
plenty of “go" in it. 

Yet it is seriously to be doubted whether 
all this striving after speed lias been a 
benefit. 

There is great re juicing when a train 
reduces its running time between two 
poiuts. Yet the added speed has increased 
also the risk to human life. Men who 
are absorbed in the exciting pursuit of 
high speed are inclined to forget the risk 
they run. 

Not even the certain assuraucc that ice 
fields surrounded her course was sufficient 
to retard the onrush of the magnificent 
Titanic; with the result that 1500 lives 
were sacrificed. 

The demons of speed have claimed their 
full quota or automobile victims, yet we 
see no perceptible addition to the caution 
of drivers. 

Granted that “worry kills more tliau 
hard work,” where iu relation to these 
two shall we count hurry? 

It can be very little satisfaction to a 
person to feel that through his devotion 
to speed he has crippled or killed a friend 
whose life was entrusted to his care. 

If you imagine that you would never be 
so reckless, first make sure that you are 
not using undue speed iu tlie ordinary 
events of your life. Eat your meals 
slowly, go about your work at a pace you 
can maintain, aud show your friends that 
you can accomplish as much, aud with as 
much pleasure, as they with all their hurry.

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New Generator for Weymouth Co. 

A new 1000 kilowatt turbo-generator 
has been purchased by the Weymouth 
Light and l’ower Co. and will be installed

Tbe new engine will practically double 
the amount of electric energy developed 
by the station and wiil supply it with a 
splendid reserve that will insnre excellent 
service at all times. Strenuous efforts to 
insnre this as soon as possible are being 
made and is practically certain that the 
new machine will be installed by July 1 in 
time to take care of the big summer busi- 
ness at Paragon Park. 

The new engine will be part of the ex- 
tensive improvements being made by the 
company on account of tbe great growth 
in demands in the last year or so. 


Pointers For The Motorist. 

Repairing cuts in envelopes. Justnow 
u lien roads are being repaired motorists 
frequently have to drive over stretches 
of cru.-hod stone, and tire threSds are 
likely to suffer from many small cuts un- 
less great care Is taken to drive slowly or 
“coast” over the repaired parts of the 
road. These cuts, unless properly cared 
for, will prove i j irious. 

Dirt will work iuto and under the tread 
raising blisters and separating the rubber 
front the carcass of the tire while mois- 
ture will attack aud rot the fabric. Once 
the fabric is affected, says the Michelin 
expert, disintegration follows rapidly. 
The best protection is the proper and 
timely use of Mastic. 

Immediately upon discovery cuts should 
be cleaued to their full depth with gaso- 
line, the edges being kept apart by- 
match. All dirt or other foreign matter 
should be removed with a stiff brush or 
splinter of t wood covered with waste.

DEFY THE EXPLORERS. 

Vast Unknown Regions In Western 
Brazil and Australia. 

Lying within the basin of the head 
waters of the Amazon river in western 
Brazil are three regions mu?h larger In 
area than all the New England states 
which are still outside the pale of our 
knowledge. This large territory lies 
between the parallels of 10 degrees 
south latitude and 5 degrees north lati- 
tude aDd the meridians of 00 degrees 
and 73 degrees west longitude. Not a 
country of South America has been ac- 
curately defined and fully explored. 
The great difficulties with which the 
scientist must contend in mapping this 
continent in the equatorial regions ac- 
count for the large areas still unchart- 
ed. It is the hardest section in the 
world to penetrate. Dense forests, a 
deadly climate inducing the worst 
scourges of disease, as yellow fever, 
cholera, beriberi, etc., the fierce wild 
beasts, poisonous serpents and savage 
tribes are some of the obstacles to be 
encountered in penetrating the Amazon 
country. 

The entire central portion of Austra- 
lia is an unknown tract save for a di- 
rect line in which the transcontinental 
telegraph system has been laid. The 
greatest difficulty was encountered in 
stretching the wires across the desert 
waste, and the small strip thus opened 
np is all that is known of tbe heart of 
tbe Island continent It Is supposed to 
be a vast sandy plain, interspersed 
here nnd there with salt lakes to vary 
tbe horrible monotony. Hundreds of 
daring men hare tried to penetrate Its 
mysteries, and most of them have paid 
for their temerity with their lives. 
Then there is the “Never-Never” land. 
In western Queensland, Into which 
many have gone and few have return- 
ed. In the south of the country, ex- 
tending for hundreds of miles Inland 
from the great Australian bight. Is a 
terra incognito the extent and nature 
of which can only be surmised.— Chris- 
tian Herald.

Abdul Ilnmid used to amuse himself 
while he was enjoying life at Yildiz 
kiosk by strumming “II Trovatore" on 
the piano. George III. was foiul of 
shouting tlie melodies of Handelian 
choruses for the delectation <>f his 
court, but the world lias seen no real 
royal musician since Frederick the 
Great played his last tune on hls flute. 
It seems that tlie king excelled in 
tdagio movements, into which he in- 
fused a warmth and tenderness of 
feeling that would hardly have been 
expected from the conqueror of I toss- 
bach and the friend of Voltaire. "It 
Is difficult to listen to liis performances 
without wee; ing.” says one musician. 

One reason why he preferred adagios 
was that !:■• was somewhat short of 
breath, vvlii h made him eschew or- 
chestral accompaniments for the more 
delicate assistance of tlie clavichord 
when he was practicing.

A good horse is a valuable animal, and 
deserves, and should have the best of care 
and good feed.

Itough, cheap land is often used to e 
advantage for pasture purposes, but more ^ 



Makes Cooking Easy 
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and more is intensive farming becoming 
popular, even to the extent of hav- 
ing a cow to each acre of land. 
There must be a plentiful supply of 
good water all the year, and it should be 
convenient. Another necessary consider- 
ation is a good market near at hand or 
convenient transportation facilities. 
The importance of good roads is no small 
consideration. 

This season is different from last sea- 
son in that the soil is now full of moisture 
with favorable signs for good crops this 
summer and fall. Dry spells may come 
this summer, but the thing for us to do 
now is to work the land in such a manner 
as to conserve what moisture it holds. 
Harrowing plowed land as soon as possi- 
ble will aid in preventing the escape of 
soil moisture. It is a good plan to have 
the plow in the Held and to harrow in the 
in the evcniDg all that lias been plowed 
during the day. This will not only con- 
serve the store of moisture in the soil, 
but the clods will remain moist and soft 
for subsequent easy working. Harrow- 
ing newly-plowed land immediately after 
plowiDg in late spring and early summer 
reduces the labor of working the land 
down to a tine and smooth seed bed. 

Shoe Industry. 

Shoe manufacturers are still running their 
plants in a “from hand-to-mouth” fashion 
witii orders iu such condition that small 
quantities of leather are sufficient to meet 
the necessities. While the leather mar- 
ket promises to remain strong, buyers are 
not taking the slightest advantage, but 
adjusting their purchases to the orders 
for shoes at hand. 

Witii the continuance of unpleasant 
weather prospects of the retailers are not 
sufficiently good to cause them to antici- 
pate the fail season. At the same time, 
as they were not overloaded with heavy 
goods they should have been able to rid 
themselves of last season's stock to such 
an extent as to find the left-overs no hind- 
rance to usual orders for next fall, but 
until there is more activity in the retail 
market in current season goods, manu- 
facturers will be obliged to wait for some 
of their orders. The movement of high 
tops in tans has been notab'e because of 
the continued cool weather. Purchases 
were delayed at the opening of the season 
in the hope of escaping the need of such 
boots, now the ill-wind is blowing to the 
advantage of the retailer and the comfort 
of the consumer. 

Retail shoe stores are loaded for sum- 
mer trade and the ammuniiton is white 
boots. All that is needed to discharge a 
volley is pleasant weather, and while the 
continuation of dnli and rainy weather 
seems unusual, it must be remembered 
that tbe month of May rarely, in this lati- 
tude offers much summer weather, or days 
when white dresses would be worn. The 
anxiety of dealers lest the spring go by 
without relieving them of their stocks is 
not entirely justified, for since fashions 
favor much white for summer wear, 
white shoes will be necessary to complete 
the costnme; therefore, as soon as the 
icebergs cease their cruising and the snow 
is gone on the north sides of the White 
Mountains, New England women will be- 
gin to do some vigorous thinking about 
white boots. Rarely if ever does enjoy- 
able warm weather precede Memorial Day, 
and by that time it is probable that a differ- 
ent aspect will be evident regarding 
shelves of white boots in retail stores. 

The influence of women’s dress fashions 
on their footwear is shown in the atten- 
tion paid to the design of the boots of va- 
rious colors ; and more especially, the fit 
of them, for it is generally understood 
that it is difficult to fit button shoes snugly. 
The present fashions will call for short 
skirts, which even clear the boot-tops, 
on ankle and instep should be as perfect 
as possible. The continnation of the 
short-skirt fashion insures the high-top- 
ped boot, and tbe later styles will be the 
handsomest because of tbe continued 
effort towards improvement. — Boston 
Transcript.

Within recent years tlie children have 
been instructed as to the meaning of the 
day. They understand a little better its 
undertone of sadness as the graves on the 
hi'd grow more numerous and the men iu 
the ranks grow less. 

Better still, the children have been in- 
vited to join the parade, to keep step to 
to the music and to place the baskets tr 
wreaths on the graVes. 

It must he gratifying to those faithful 
supporters of tlie Union to see the young- 
est generation dol^t tli^s .service. £ It is 
good for the children, too, for It gives 
them a better appreciation of w hat a sol- 
dier's life is like. 

If they supposed a soldier's life to be 
all a blare of brass bauds or a flame of 
color, they may learn after a dusty march 
that It aIso‘*lu|dn^e.s hc.at and dnst and 
thirst and tired feet. Then they w ill be 
tlie 1 letter able to grasp what their history 
tells' them of forepd marches over dusty 
highways or through boggy meadows, 
where hunger and thirst pursue their steps 
or fever and ague lurk in the pools. 

It is as undesirable as it is imrossibie 
that children should sense tlie horrors of 
war, hut it is beneficial for them to know 
that such horrors have existed, ami that 
men have been willing to endure them in 
defense of their country's honor. 

ll is well, to for them to know that tlie 
Boys in Blue were not old men, nor even 
mature inen, but youths with all of life 
before them. Our college men are no 
younger than many of those who answered 
tlie call of a beloved President and left all 
t hat was dearest to them for the sake of 
preserving their nation. 

If into their understanding of Memorial 
Day there eau lie brought a realization 
that tlie soldier is honored because he did 
what he saw to he Ills duty, our young 
men may be able to deduct for themselves 
tliis principle of life,— that, whoever looks 
his duty in the face and accepts it in spite 
of tlie cost, he is a soldier and shall re- 
ceive a soldier’s reward. 

There is still a nation to lie preserved. 
Her enemies are more numerous and more 
subtle than they were fifty years ago. 
They will be harder to conquer. 

But if our young men will bid farewell 
to their love of ease and arm themselves 
with their votes and their right of free 
speech, they can scatter those foes and 
build for themselves a lasting memorial.

Cleveland is to lie classed and catalogued 
as a flyless town. In the campaign ii> 
augrated for the extermination of tlie fly 
four steps are outlined : 

First. — To educate tlie people as to tlie 
deadly nature of the fly. 

Second. — To kill otf all winter flies — 
those hidden aliont the houses, wailing 
their season of forage. 

Third. — To do away witli all breeding 
places for flies. 

Fourth.— To trap all flies that happen 
to escape. 

As tlie tlrst step, addresses on tlie sub- 
ject are being made before the various 
women's clubs and and in tlie schools of 
the city. Circulars and booklets w ill lie 
distributed among tlie chihlreu of the 
schools, to he carried hy them to their 
homes; posters and illustrated bulletins 
will he placed in the schools, in tlie street 
ears and other public places, carrying tlie 
sermon of tlie fly reform. 

The extermination of tlie winter fly is a 
problem for the individual housekeeper. 

Don't let one fly escape you. Hunt for 
them and kill them, for the winter fly is 
the most dangerous of the race. The 
winter tly is the mother of all next sum- 
mer's terrible throng. 

To do aw ay with the breeding places is 
merely a matter of cleanliness, for tlie fly 
is a scavenger, a lover of tilili aud an 
habitual follower after all that is unclean 
and unw holesome. Clean houses, gardens 
and yards, clean streets ami alleyways 
discourage the fly in its breeding procliv- 
ities, and therefore the doctrine of clean- 
liness is to he preached by the anti-fly cru- 
saders, along with the sermons on the 
deadly character of the insect. 

This city is to be divided into districts 
and eacli district divided again into clans 
and clubs, and from each center, small or 
large, branches will reach out, grappling 
with the subject in w hatever way seems 
best adapted to that individual section. 

Death to the fly is to he tlie battle cry. 
It is to lie a light of man against his 
enemy tlie ll y and of tlie fly against man.

S I.UtAH DUNCAN not M- 
lowed the trail many rods 
when her trouble began. She 
was not Freckles, and not a 
l lrd of tlie line wns going to be fooled 
Into thinking she wns. They kept 
whirring from tbelr nests SDd darting 
from nil sorts of uneipected places 
ntKjnt her tiend and feet with quick 
whirrs thnt kept her stnrting and 
jumping Before Freckles was bait* 
way to the town poor Mrs. Duncan 
was hysterical and the Llmberlost bad 
neither sting nor performed for her. 

"I would tin stay In this place for a 
million n month.” she had said, and 
the sound of her voice brought no com- 
fort. for It wns so little like she bad 
thought it that she glanced hastily 
nl>out to see if it bnd really been she 
that spoke.

Tobacco stems strewn 
I on the ground at the base of rose plants * 
will help to keep away insects. The ' 
same remedy has been used successfully ■ 

! by cucumber growers. t 

Do not attempt to grow no atocs with- J 
| out spraying- Use Bordeaux mixture for ( 
blights and combine with it some arsent- 
! cal material to kill “bugs." Spraying 
I gives an increased value of about 8*»0 to 
j the acre. 

The best way to get rid of dandelions, 
if there an- too many to weed out by hand, 

1 is to spiay them with a copperas and 
iron solution. I f one cuts the plants out 
j by hand, they should lie cut well below 
i the crown with a sharp instrument.

The surface mulch for small fruits i3 
very valuable and especially so with ber- 
ries. Success with small fruits, other 
things being equal, lies in keeping the 
soil dean and moist during the fruiting 
season. A good mulch of straw or other 
litter along the rows will hold the moist- 
I ure in dry weather and promote heavy 
j and perfect fruiting. 

After spading, pulverize the soil with 
a good steel-toothed rake, making it tine 
I and smooth. This brings the soil parti- 
cles together for better moisture contact 
for good germination of seed and good 
l young root growth. Allowing a fresjily 
spaded bed to settle for a few days be- 
fore seeding is a good tiling. A shower 
will also help to settle tlie soil and bring 
l tin- particles close together. 

The facts that a horse kicks up its heels 
when turned out lo pasture shows that it 
enj iy s the change after being confined in 
the stable, and what the horse likes is 
| usually good for it. When real warm 
went her comes, it is almost cruel to com- 

I 

pel horses to occupy close and hot stables 
every night of tlie week, when with a 
! very little extra work they could he turned 
i out each night for the freedom and fresh 
i air of an open pasture. 

About tlie only use of wild cherry trees 
on a farm is for their shade where other 
trees are not close to use for tills purpose. 
The fruit of the wild cherry is occasion- 
ally used to make a cordial, but it is sel- 
dom considered worth picking, and the 
ripening cherries draw insect pests. The 
fresh leaves, if eaten by stock, sometimes 
' causes poisoning. Tlie best thing lo do 
with a wild cherry tree, if the shade is 
' not absolutely needed, is to cut it down 
I and let the nourishment it saps from the

that w ill be more beneficial. 

To satisfy the natural and instinctive 
craving for salt, it should lie placed so 
that it is always in reach of stock, which 
will consume just what they want and no 
more. When stock is salted only occa- 
sionally, some animals get more ttian they 
need and others sutfer on account of a 
deficient supply. Salt promotes an active 
circulation of the blood and assists diges- 
tion. Its cheapness should prevent any 
stockman from denying his animals ail 
they want. Some farmers feed a little 
salt in every meal given their work ani- 
mals and dairy cows. 

Farming hilly land successfully w ithout 
waste is a science that few persons of 
this country have mastered. But hilly 
land possesses possibilities for the most 
intensive cultivation and the growtli of 
very large and profitable crops. In some 
physical respects it is superior to level 
and low ground. The water drainage is 
better; the air drainage is better; late 
spring frosts are less severe, and crops 
in general can be planted more nearly in 
season. No iloods destroy crops, while 
with intelligent handling most of the hill 
soil will hold moisture as long or longer 
than lower and more level land. The soil 
of hills, as a rule, is rich in mineral ele- 
ments, and these, through good drainage, 
rapidly decompose Into available plant 
food compounds. Oxidation here is more 

rapid than on flat lamly line to the ^iralci 1 

depth of aeration.

For those whose circumstances deny a 
college course there is a morsel of com-

| their possession may 111 them to compete 
with college graduates. 

When you come to think of it, you will 
recall some of your own friends whose 
careers have proved the correctness of 
the theory. 

I'erliaps you have never thought just 
what it i' that can most surely aid the 
person yvho must make his own way. 

Consider these two careers : 

A boy, thrown on his own resources at 

* 

j an early age, inteied the employ of a vil- 
lage carpenter He yyas assigned to such 
parts of the work as a novice could do 
and approached each new step with a 
quiet determination to master the **why" 
of every detail. 

He lost no opportunity to observe the 
methods of other men, to compare them 
with his ow n. and to decide w hich were 
better and why. lie studied and com- 
pared the qualities of different woods ami 
read up their sources ami yalues. He be- 
came interested in plans, studied how they 
should be drawn and never gave up his 
persistent thoroughness in details. 

Working for the same carpenter at the 
same time yy :is another youth yylio, while 
performing his yyork to the satisfaction 
of bis employer was content to give no 
greater depth of thought to methods and 
reasous than the day's w ork demanded. 

Nobody yvas surprised, then, that the 
first apprentice outgrew his pay envelope, 
that he yyas advanced from time to time, 
and that lie finally felt justified in solicit- 
ing contracts for himself; while his com- 
panion never got beyond the pay envelope 
stage. 

Such couipatisons are all about us, ser- 
ving to show us the difference in people. 
It is simply a question of how they use 
their eyes. 

Detectives observe such small details 
and deduct therefrom such far-reaching 
data Keen business tr.en learn the value 
of observing minutely all phases of their 
liue*. The* habit of observation has saves! 
many a business man from disaster: the 
lack of it has hastened the* downfall of 
niauy another. 

Here, then, is the substitute for a col- 
lege education,— the habit of close obser- 
vation. Brains are useless except they 
yyork: they receive most of their impres- 
sions through the eye. If, therefore, we 
can form the habit of observation, we 
shall establish the right relation between 
brain and eye. 

Education that is poured into the brain 
by clever instructors may last a little 
yy hile and then be forgotten Education 
that come by observation is pretty apt to 
stick. 

Observation is not merely seeing things 
it is thinking about what we see. 

“You can lead a man up to the univer- 
sity but you cau't make hint think," and 
conversely, if a man kuows liow to thick 
be lias not so much need for the univer- 
sity.

TRIBUTE Tl SOLDIER AND SHIIOB 

PERU 

Memorial Season Observed in Weymouth 
By Patriotic Organizations and Many 
Other Citizens* 


The story of the strife of IStil to 1805, 
though often repeated, can never grow 
old as each recurring Memorial season 
brings It anew and fresh to those who 
lived in those days and teaches it and its 
lesson to generations yylio have since 
come onto the stage of action. 

The annual observances of the day 
which has been set apart to pay tribute to 
the men who gave their lives on the bat- 
tle Held or came out of the long struggle 
to resume the duties of citizenship and 
have since joined^ he great majority, has 
once more become a matter of record and 
We yniouth took a good part in its ob- 
servance. 

We have before alluded to the beautiful 
service at (Quincy Point Bridge which oc- 
cured on Sunday, the P.'th, and now re- 
sume the story. 

On Sunday, the 2Gth, by invitation of 
Uev. Albert V. House, Reynolds Relief 
Corps, 102; James L Bates Camp, S. of 
V. . Ladies’ Aid to the Camp : Daughters 
of Veterans and others assembled at the 
Union church, South Weymouth, to listen 
to a memorial address and other exercises. 

Devotional exercises were led by Mr. 
House and consisted of sci ipture reading, 
prayer by Rev E. L. Bradford, singing by 
the church choir w ith Miss Annie Deane 
as soloist. 

The address of Mr. House was followed 
with close attention by the large audience. 
The theme was “Democracy or True Hu- 
man Brotherhood," with special emphasis 
on the trial and suffering which have 
made this country a leader among the na- 
tion of the world and the Importance of 
a citizenship w hich recognizes every man 
a brother among men, “Lest We Forget.” 

Wednesday was set apart by the Grand 
Army as a “School Day” yvilh detail to 
visit the several schools and talk to 
scholars and teachers as to the meaning 
of the tlag and what its maintenance has 
cost, and while the teachers and scholars 
w ere in most instances entertained by the 
men in blue, they returned the compliment 
by giving their visitors a good entertain- 
ment in return.

Special To Tke Gaxette aud Transcript. 

Washington, May 27.— One of the bills 
which, at this session of Congress, has 
aroused very great interest throughout 
the country 19 Senate No 1, or the Owen 
medical bill, sometimes referred to as the 
bill designed for the creation of the “doc- 
tors’ trust.” 

One would hardly believe that a bill 
designed, apparantiy, only for the good 
of the general community, would arouse 
such opposition, and that thousands of 
protests would be filed against its pas- 
sage. Yet some of the protests are seem- 
ingly well taken. For instance. Rev. 
James Mulligan of Waverly, Iowa, sub- 
mitted to Senator A. B. Cummins of that 
State a memorial against the Hill and in 
the course of his statement lie remarked 
that “while the people could he persuaded 
that" the regulations proposed “were for 
the common good, there was no general 
protest, but as they have gradually grown 
to suspect that the interest of a predatory 
organization was the chief end being 
served, there lias come an unrest that is 
foreboding a limitation to the powers of 
the State medical oligarchies; ami this 
is met with the present effort to buttress 
themselves behind the power and inlliience 
of the Federal Government.” He says 
that under the bill “assumption of power 
through the formulation of rules could 
be carried to almost any extreme.” 

Perhaps a hill which is objected to Hy 
so many people might very well lie held 
over for a year or two in order that it 
might be given inure complete investiga- 
tion. 

CONSERVATION OF HUMAN LIFE. 

Science has made strides in the conser- 
vation of human life and energy, as it lias 
done in conserving natural resources, and 
the medical world is now working along 
more advanced lines tiian it was fifty 
years ago. 

We sometimes rail at the doctors when 
we have aches or twinges, or when the 
bills come in rather bigger than is agree- 
able, but nevertheless it will be instruc- 
tive if tlie management of the San Diego 
Panama Exposition shall be aide to add to 
the other conservation exhibits one which 
shall show how science is working to 
take care of the greatest asset a nation 
has, — its boys and girls, its men and 
women. 

President I). C. Collier is intensely in- 
terested in this kind of conservation. He 
does not believe it is good policy for the 
State to spend money to bring up a child 
to maturity only to see it die through pre- 
ventable disease just when tiie community 
should be able to enjoy some benefit from 
the labor of the individual. He would 
like to see the government, aided by so- 
cieties interested in human welfare, make 
a great exhibit at the San Diego Exposi- 
tion, of the conservation of human life. 

INTEREST INCREASES. 

It is becoming evident that there will 
he many state and county buildings at the 
San Diego Exposition. The counties of 
California will have splendid exhibits. 
They could, without assistance, give an 
exposition which would be well wortli 
crossing seas and continents to study. 

Besides these the states of Idaho, Ore- 
gon, South Dakota, Missouri, Kansas, 
Arizona and others have had commission- 
ers on the ground to study the possibili- 
ties of the big show and to consider what 
sites their states .should be given for 
buildings. The groat Southwest will 
bulk biggest at the Exposition, but the 
whole country seems bent on getting 
space there for displays. 


Shoe Industry. 

Not until recently has there been much 
indication that the season for selling sum- 
mer shoes was really at hand, but the 
country has been unanimous in its senti- 
ments so there is little danger of the bal- 
ance of business being upset. A few- 
warm days will open business everywhere 
ami there will be business enough. 

Every indication is still directed toward 
higher prices as the next season develops. 
The movement of current business; the 
action of the hides market; the position 
of tanners, and the delay of the shoe 
manufacturing and distributing trades all 
point to a rush for goods later, ami at 
higher levels for raw materials, higher 
prices will develop. 

The effect of summer-like weather on 
the retail boot and shoe trade is electrical 
ami last Saturday was an instance, for it 
was a warmer day throughout the country 
than had been experienced fora long lime 
and the demand for summer goods, es- 
pecially whites, was strong. In Boston, 
more particularly, the sale of goods for 
children was phenomenal, aud other lines 
were not neglected. The following day 
was also balmy and drew thousands to the 
country and seaside, where it was easily 
seen that the movement for white shoes 
is growing. It was estimated that one 
woman in every five was wearing white 
boots, and under such circumstances it is 
safe to say that no less than three in the 
remaing four wished they had them, and 
vowed not to be caught again. The white 
boots to a certain extent are self-sellers. 
They are so conspicuous that they either 
drive the jealous sister to buy them or in- 
fluence the conservative one to buy some- 
thing else, and with the dealers making 
especial efforts to show the desirability 
and utility of white boots, a good season 
is to be expected. 

Dealers may perhaps realize, after all, 
that their worry over the unfavorable sea- 
son was unnecessary, for they have been 
able to reduce the stock of heavy lines- 
The white season, in spite of the attempt 
of fashion to make white goods a fad in 
cold weather, does not begin until the 
summer is advanced, no matter what the 
weather may be. Another advantage is 
the probable full delivery of such goods 
before the selling season actually opens, 
making it more possible to satisfiy cus- 
tomers promptly, and from a large field 
of selection. So it will undoubtedly be 
found as the summer progresses, that the 
white season has not been unduly cur- 
tailed, and that goods tnat are desirable 
will find buyers. 

Less ha 9 been heard lately of the “mil- 
linery” boot, and manufacturers in general 
arn not anxiuns for much to be said. The 
fabric shoe has had the most of its day, 
and the result is a compromise which will 
permit fabrics to be nsed in part. So 
manufacturers are catting whipcords and 
corkscrew cloths for tops to be used in 
connection with leather vamps. There is 
a demand still for velvet-topped boots 
and for satins In high-grade productions, 
bnt the stronger, more reliable fabrics are 
in favor, and admirable effects are secured 
in the combination of various weaves 
with black and brown leathers. 

As every warm day lessens the stocks 
in retailer's hands and causes them to 
send orders to wholesalers, the number 
of orders placed with manufacturers for 
fall delivery increases, and, as the num- 
ber of dealers who have done little or ao 
spring business has been large, there is 
plenty of business ahead for fall. Shoe 
manufacturers had less to do than they 
desire, but the fact that heavy goods have 
been cleared np well promises better 
things for the next heavy-weight season. 
— Boston Transcript.

THE PRESIDENT S OFFICE. 

Elegance In Ite Architecture and In Its 
Appointments. 

The president's office is an ellipse in 
plan. A triple bay window forms one 
end and at the oilier Is an open fire- 
place. Four doors, opening inward, 
are equally disposed, two on each side, 
aud are curved to conform with the 
curve of the wall. The tall windows 
are bung with stately, heavy curtains 
and are flanked by bookcases set into 
the wall. 

The fireplace is incased in fine mar- 
ble. and fluted ionic columns support 
the mantel, on which stands a bell 
glass covered clock, flanked by can- 
delabra. In tlie fireplace are complete 
preparations for a wood fire. Even 
the paper is placed under Hie logs, 
ready to ignite. 

The style of the room is classic co- 
lonial, and the woodwork is painted 
a creamy white with blue white em- 
bellishment. Each of the four large 
ornate door frames is surmounted by 
a ricli pediment. Tlie wall is covered 
by a warm olive green burlap, which 
extends up from a paneled wainscot to 
n wide, elaborate molding or entabla- 
ture of plain plaster. A flat dome of 
this virgin plaster surmounts the room 
and gathers In its shallow, inverted 
basin the light from the bay window 
and gives play to every tint and shade 
of pray. 

Pendent from the middle is a chan- 
delier of electric candles, and triple 
groups of the same adorn the wall be- 
tween the doors and windows.— Wil- 
liam S. Nortenhcim in National Mng- 


SIKH SOLDIERS. 

An Interesting Division of the British 
Army In India. 

In the English papers one may fre- 
quently see pictures of tiny soldiers, 
about seven or eight years of age, 
gravely saluting elderly officers. These 
infants at arms are boy recruits hold- 
ing regular and dignified places in tlie 
Indian army. Each Sikli regiment is 
allowed twelve of these little chaps, 
who are trained almost from babyhood. 
They are paid each 3 rupees and 8 an- 
nas a month and at the age of sixteen 
enter the regular army. 

The Sikh soldiers are an interesting 
and remarkable part of the British 
army in India. Their conduct in fron- 
tier engagements has distinguished 
them as brave, steady and devoted to 
tlielr English officers. Yet about fifty 
years ago these well ordered soldiers 
were fanatical savages who in their 
mad uprisings shook the power of 
Great Britain. Once couqtiered, they 
accepted British rule and were trained 
and disciplined into a well equipped 
army of 30,000 soldiers. They formed 
part of the force that subdued the mu- 
tiny. The Hodson’s horse troops, 
which helped capture Delhi, were com- 
posed of Sikhs whose devoted service 
to their leader made them famous. 
Their scarlet sashes and turbans gained 
them the name of “Flamingoes.’’ Their 
descendants are no less determined 
fighters and stanch soldiers.— New York 
Press. 

Assyrian Healing. 

Some of tlie medical treatises of an- 
cient Assyria are models of simplicity, 
and we cannot doubt the effectiveness 
of their prescriptions, e Thus wo . are 
told that if a man has colic we should 
“make him crouch down on his heels 
nnd pour cold water over his head.” 
That ought to cure colic if only the 
water is cold enough. Again, “When a 
man is bilious rub him with an onion 
and let him drink nothing but water 
and abstain from food altogether.” 
The onion part is probably decorative. 
At least it can do no barm, while the 
abstention from food is salutary in the 
extreme, even for those who are not 
very bilious. But if a man is in “a 
weak state” why should it benefit him 
to "strike him on the head fourteen 
times with your thumb?” This *s sug- 
gestive of faith healing. 

Primrose Day. 

Primrose day in England, the anni- 
versary of the death of Benjamin Dis- 
raeli. Lord Beaconsfield, had its origin 
in the tribute, a modest wreath of prim- 
roses, sent by Queen Victoria for the 
funeral of Beaconsfield. The general 
impression that the primrose was Bea- 
consfield's favorite flower came from a 
misunderstanding of the words at- 
tached to the queen’s tribute— “F. Vic- 
toria. His favorite flower." The pub- 
lic thought the queen meant that the 
primrose was Beaconsfield's favorite 
flower when in truth she meant that it 
was the favorite flower of the prince 
consort— New York American.

ANC-IENT SURGERY. 

fhoy Used a File In Trepanning Op* 
erations In Hippocrates’ Time. 

There is no doubt that some rough 
form of surgery must have existed 
from very ancient times, but it is 
strange to find that so complex and 
delicate an operation as trepanning is 
one of the oldest. 

So far as actual records go, Hippo- 
crates gives us the earliest account 
lie wrote treatises on fractures, dislo- 
cations and wounds of the head, in 
which he described the method of pro- 
cedure to be followed in the case of a 
fractured skull. His direction was to 
cut away a piece of bone so that the 
pressure on tlie brain might be re- 
lieved. 

There are also records about this 
time and later of a file being used for 
this purpose, which, at a time when 
anaesthetics were undreamed of must 
have been, to say the least, painful. 

According to Dr. T. Rice Holmes, the 
operation of removing pieces of bone 
was performeil long before historic 
times. The effects on the skull are 
easily seen after death and are visible 
so long as the bones are preserved. 

From inspection of certain skulls of 
the later stone age in ancient Britain 
Dr. Holmes has come to the conclusion 
that some of these had undergone the 
operation, which must have been per- 
formed with a stone implement.— Lou- 
don Standard. 

VERY WELL INVESTED. 

4 Loan That Carnegie’s Old Kinsman 
Didn’t Want Repaid. 

Andrew Carnegie told the following 
story with great relish. When his fa- 
ther was leaving his native county to 
settle in America he borrowed £20Trom 
a relative. The family had an uphill 
battle on the other side of the Atlantic, 
but when the tide of prosperity turned 
with the son he remembered his fa- 
ther’s indebtedness nnd determined to 
clear it off, together with Its accumu- 
lated interest. He started by remit- 
ting the sum of £20 and for several 
years sent the same amount, a divi- 
dend equal to exactly 100 per cent. 

Returning to Scotland, the Pittsburgh 
Ironmaster met his old relative. 
“Well,” said Mr. Carnegie, “having 
paid up a good deal of the interest. 1 
should like now to clear off the princi- 
pal." 

“Ay, ay, Andrew, dinnu ye fash yer- 
sel’ a boot the loan! A’m pairfectly 
satisfied with the interest.” 

“Oh, but I’m rich enough now, 1 
think, to clear off the principal!” re- 
plied the millionaire.
